Value of Cheap Power. 


One of the most eiicuuriigiiig Jevelppnienls ul Hie tiny in 


connection with industry is lik' dl'orl lo supply cheaper power 
for manufacturing purposes. 
This is heiug done principally 


by the development of waler power'io be converleil inlo elec- 
trical energy and wired lo places where il is needed. And Hie 
same.principle is now being applied in the coal .regions, where 
there^nre large quantities of unsalable coal al live month of Ihe 
mines. 
This can be used lor Ihe generation of electric power 


which'Can be carried by wire to points where il can be used al 
a profit, and Ihe'same'results are obtained as in Ihe case of the 
development of remote waler powers. 


In the early days of the country, when everything was done 


on a small scale, waler power was the sole reliance of those 
attempting anything in Ihe manufacturing line. 
The lillle 


factories were localed along Ihe slreams, which were more 
dependable (hen than (hey are today, and all wenl along sat- 
isfactorily until the coming of railroads wilh Ihe resultant 
shifting of the centers of population. 
As Ihe country grew 


business began to'be done on a'larger scale and Ihe lime came 
when Ihe little slreams and Ihe lillle 'inills became relatively 
unimportant, and many good sixed slreams atl'ording large 
water power had lo be left unused because of their location. 
Manufacturers turned lo coal as Ihe source of most of their 
power and slreams capable of generating millions of horse 
power ran largely to waste because of (heir remoteness from 
the railroads. Steam power and cheap transportation made a 
better combination than waler power and slow and costly 
transportation, and so many of Ihe slreams were deserted and 
Ihe big factories grew up long the lines of the railroads. 


But the discovery of means of transforming this water 


power into electrical energy and its cheap transmission lo 
points where needed has wroughl wonders in Ihe realm of 
industry, and is rapidly restoring water power to ils old-lime 
prestige. 
This means more lo Ihe. country than is yel f u l l y 


realized, and il is sale lo predicl thai Ihe nexl quarter cenlury 
will witness developments thai are now undreamed of. 


Cheap, power, wilh such convenience in dislribulion as is 


possible in Ihe case of electricity, means much in Ihe lield nf 
manufacturing, and as Ihe development and ulilixaliou of (his 
power is ye! in its infancy il is impossible lo convclly forecast 
the mighty achievements of the future.
